Note — Most  collected  seedlings  such  as  Maples  and  some  others  except  large  siezs  are  crooked  near  the  ground  and 
should  be  cut  back  to  crown  before  planting.  They  grow  u  straight,  smooth  and  much  faster  and  quicker  than  when 
planted  without  cutting  back.  We  cut  back  all  seedlings  t  crown  before  transplanting.
